SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

On March 28, 2008, the attorney, Mr Carlos R. Villamar, and the examiner discussed amended claims 1,10 and 18. The examiner 
inform Mr. Villamar that following recitations need rephrasing in order to make them definite, and avoid them from reflecting 
intended use of some of the structural components. The examiner further indicated that implementation of the above measures 
would place the application in allowable condition. In response, Mr. Villamar authorized an Examiner's amendment requiring the 
following measures. 

- Claim 1 (amended), line 9, replace "a support means to support a lamp" with - a support means supporting a lamp-; 
Claim 10 (amended), line 7, replace "a support means to support a lamp" with - a support means supporting a lamp-; and 

- Claim 1 8 (amended), lines 4, replace "a support means to support a lamp" with - a support means supporting a lamp-
